There is a great demand for poultry 
and poultry products at home and 
for export. The demand for the 
teaching of poultry raising in the 
public schools and colleges is increas¬ 
ing constantly. The poultry industry 
is growing in popularity, due to the 
activity of the poultry press, the 
many poultry systems, attempts to 
reduce the cost of living, and a “back 
to the farm" movement on the part of 
city people.
